The  Trustees  and  Managers  of  the  House  of  Industr}’  beg  leave 
to  submit  their  Report  of  the  work  of  this  Charitable  Institution  for 
the  year  ending  March  31sC  d-9^0r  [  ^  ^  |  /  'Y 

During  the  past  year  we  have  had  in  the  house, Inmates, 
which  is  an  increase  of  ^  compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  cost 
of  maintenance  of  this  part  of  our  work  was  or  ^-deereased 

cost  compared  with-  last  year  of  $4^14^0.  The  cost  per  person  per 
day  was^4^cents  as  against  a  cost  of  41^  cents  for  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  Inmates,  practically  none  were  able  to  do  any  kind  of 
work,  and  of  this  number  only  about  10  per  cent,  were  able  to  con¬ 
tribute  anything  towards  their  maintenance.

110  volunteer  visitors  and 
tyx)  paid  Jnvestigators,  a  report  being  made  on  every  family  receiving 
^g^istan-ee^

In  connection  with  the  applications  made  for  assistance,  4,4^ 
visits  were  made,  and  written  reports  given  in  by  onr  .jdftitorfl'-an-d 
investigators.  This  does  not  include  nnmerons  calls  made  in  the 
continuance  of  relief. 

During,  the  past  year  we  also  had  to  lend  a  helping  hand  to  a 
number  of  ohr  returned  soldiers,  some  of  whom  were  practically 
incapacitated  for  work  from  wounds.  Temporary  assistance  was  also 
given  to  some  returned  wounded  soldiers  where  pensions  had  not  yet 
been  adjusted,  to  disch^fged  soldiers  and  to  the  widows  of  others  of 
our  soldiers.  In- nil,  87  cases  were  helped  in  this  way,  at  a  cost  of 
$2,679.60.  [• 

Our  motor  truck  fj^^again  proved  its  great  value  and  useiiiiaess  ^ 
in  the  delivery  of  emergency  orders  of  coal,  groceries  and  breads  and 
has  been  instrumental  in  relieving  much  suffering,  as  it  enable(|^us  to 
give  immediate  help  in  cases  of  sickness  and  in  homes  where  there  was 
absolutely  no  fire  nor  food,  and  no  other  method  available  of  getting 
these  supplies  to  them  the  same  day  that  the  request  was  made.  All 
cases  of  urgent  need,  reported  as  late  as  5  p.m.,,-:sgfi>t;e  relieved  the 
same  day.  The  number  of  deliveries  made  by  the  car  during  the  year 
was  15^64 — 1^^4  ,with,..g.roceries  and  57  with  coal. 


WAYFAKERS  LODGE. 

The  people  who  are  assisted  by  the  City  in  the  Lodge  are  those  i 
who  claim  the  City  as  their  place  of  residence,  and  those  from  other 
municipalities.  Of  the  former  class,  144  received  assistance,  and  of 
the  latter  class. were  sheltered  in  the  Lodge  from  April  1st,  193-9,  H 
to  March  31st,  192|).  This  is  ^crease' from  last  year  of  5  sheltered  „ 
in  the  Lodge.  Of  the  #26,  ^  were  under  30  years  of  age,  were 
from  30  to  60  years  of  age,  and  were  over  60  years  of  age.

A  warm  bath  is  provided  for  all  Casuals,  and  clothing  is  cleansed  by 
steam  process,  cleanliness  being  compulsory.  During  the  summer 


months. the  Wayfarers  are  limited  to  two  nights  per  month.  At  the 


request  of  His  Worship  the  Mayor,  Casuals  are  admitted  until 
11.30  p.m. 

All  of  those  who  have  had  the  management  of  the  Lodge  did 
the  work  required  of  them  faithfully  and  satisfactorily.

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REPORT  OF  OUTDOOR  RELIEF. 

The  Outdoor  Relief  Committee  entered  on  the  past  yeaPs  work 
with  some  feeling  of  apprehension. 

It  was  anticipated  that  owing  to  the  demobilization  of  the  Cana¬ 
dian  Troops  there  would  be  an  increase  in  the  applications  for  assist¬ 
ance  owing  to  the  large  number  of  men  returning  to  civilian  occupa¬ 
tions.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  our  fears  were  not  realized  and 
that  there  were  147  fewer  applications  for  assistance  than  in  the 
previous  year. 

There  were  1;,073  applications  for  relief  received  last  year  com¬ 
pared  with  1^320  for  the  preceding  year.  ■ 

Relief  was  given  to  937  families,  making  a  total  of  3,931  persons, 
including  3,441  children,  d  decrease  of  64  families  in  the  number  in 
our  last  report.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  LADIES^  COMMITTEE  OF  THE 

HOUSE  OF  INDUSTRY. 

The  Ladies^  Committee  met  on  the  hrst  Tuesday  of  each  month 
since  October  at  three  oYlock. 

We  offer  grateful  thanks  to  the  many  friends  of  the  House  for 
their  thoughtfulness  in  providing  entertainments  of  various  kinds,  for 
the  inmates  during  the  winter. 

Many  concerts  and  entertainments  have  been  given  by  the 
different  Church  Choirs,  Guilds  and  by  the  Salvation  Army,  which 
are  always  enjoyed  and  appreciated. 

The  Church  of  the  Redeemer  Choir  again  gave  a  delightful  enter- 
tainmenh  sending  motors  to  bring  the  inmates  to  and  from  the  Church 
Hall,  and  providing  high  tea  and  a  concert.  Each  of  their  guests  was 
given  a  dressing  jacket,  jabot,  tie  or  some  other  useful  gift. 

The  Sportsmen^s  Battalion  kindly  sent  motors  to  take  them  to  the 
circus. 

Mrs.  HellmutUs  Bible  Class  gave  two  treats  of  candies  and  fruit; 
and  Holy  Trinity  Church  sent  a  lace  jabot  for  each  woman,  and  a 
handkerchief  to  each  man.  On  the  recommendation  of  the  Ladies’ 
Committee,  the  Board  has  kindly  provided  an  Edison  ”  for  the 
inmates. 

At  Christmas  the  many  friends  forwarded  their  usual  supply  of 
good  things. 

Mrs.  Henry  Brock  sent  a  box  of  caps  and  many  other  useful 
articles.  Mrs.  Coles  gave  her  usual  bountiful  supply  of  plum  puddings 
for  the  Christmas  dinner;  T.  Eaton  &  Co.  sent  nuts,  raisins,  candies 
and  oranges;  Eckardt  &  Co.  a  case  of  figs;  Medland  a  box  of  apples 
and  sixty  dozen  currant  buns  came  from  Dempster  &  Co.  Mrs.  Bell 
sent  a  donation  of  $10,  which  provided  a  tea  of  sausage  and  sphagetti, 
always  much  enjoyed. 

The  House  has  been  kept  up  to  its  usual  standard  of  cleanliness 
and  good  order  by  IMrs.  Laughlen  and  her  assistants,  a  condition  which 
is  specially  appreciated  in  these  days,  when  help,  even  of  the  poorest,  is 
difficult  to  obtain. 

During  the  winter  the  women  did  some  good  work  by  making  over 
mattresses  made  from  rags  and  old  pieces  of  cloth  finely  cut,  which 
really  look  very  nice. 

A  number  of  deaths  took  place  from  flu  and  pneumonia,”  more 
particularly  among  the  very  old.” 
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We  oiler  our  sincere  sympathy  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lauglilen  on  the 
death  of  their  son  after  a  long  and  painful  illness. 

We  are  pleased  to  have  Mrs.  Wylie  Mahon  on  our  Committee,  and 
we  trust  that  our  services,  though  small,  may  be  of  some  use  to  the 
Board,  as  well  as  the  inmates.  We  regret  that  the  Convener,  Mrs. 
Forsyth  G-rant,  is  still  unable  to  be  with  us,  but  we  know  that  her 
interest  in  the  House  is  as  strong  as  ever.
